I wish I could pray loud enough so 
th a t Uncle Graham a t the upper end 
of Milton avenue m ight hear me as he 
reposes in his carnal ease, and the 
judge close by him m ight hear also /’ 
There was not a large crowd a t the 
m eeting last night, and those present 
inside the canvas did not show much 
enthusiasm . 
Mr. Devilry addressed 
th e meeting, giving » scripture lesson, 
reading disconnected sentences from 
Luke vi. and m aking random com­ 
m ent0. 
He objected strenuously to 
th e local churches, the burden of his 
rem arks being, th at there was not a 
m inister in any church in this city 
who dared to preach or teach sancti­ 
fication, while the church goers were 
“ poor miserable hypocrites.” 
Evangelist Welch followed, and was 
very b itter in his denunciation of the 
city churches and their practices.

wished it understood th a t by churches

Church members

bonds for saloon men; 
church members rented their stores 
fo r saloons, and church members rent 
cd their stores for gam bling dens. He 
knew a lady who was a prom inent 
member of a Chicago church, who 
owned and rented several houses for 
sporting purposes. 
And yet she was 
rn good member of her church. 
“ I am acquainted with another case 
in M ichigan.” said he. 
“ There were 
tw o men and their wives, all belong­ 
ing to the same church. 
The men 
separated from their wives for a time, 
each supporting 
the 
other’s wife. 
Finally 
both 
were 
divorced 
and 
then 
each 
m arried 
the 
other’s wife. 
Such things are tole­ 
rated in your churches. 
Things are 
quite as bad right here, and your pas­ 
tors dare not preach 'sanctification,* 
b u t on the other hand they tolerate 
gam bling in the church. 
I am in­ 
formed th a t every saloon keeper in 
Janesville is a church member.” 
Rev. Welch had little to say about 
devils, newspapers and kindred abom­ 
inations last night, and the congrega­ 
tion went away rather disappointed.

tor, is not even allowed to attend 
now. 
Moe’s body is as clean as any 
m an’s. 
The disease shows in his face, 
hands and a little on his ankles. 
He 
has no “ holes in his hands and arms 
and never will ha^e. Chinese leprosy 
in extrem e cases take th a t course, but 
t.ie disease in Norway never. 
He is an intelligent man, having not 
only bis senses but his sensibilities. 
He does not suffer pain, and is just as 
capable of enjoying life as any man. 
He knows very well w hat is the m at­ 
ter w ith him and w hat the end wil 
be. 
“ I w ant to live a while longer,’ 
he says, “ and I w ant to be treated 
like a human being. 
I am not ready 
to end my life yet,have money enough 
to pay my way for a good while anc 
ask nothing but a place where I can 
be let alone.” 
The Blackhammer leper 
died a 
month ago. 
By concealing his fea­ 
tures a little he could have gone to 
Chicago w ithout attracting attention 
if a railroad engineer, who happened 
to know about his coming down from 
Houlton, had not told the 
story.

farm er called for information re­ 
garding the disease, his herd being 
also affected.

T hat L ightly Touches a N ettle. 
The leaf and stem of a nettle are 
literally clothed w ith erect hollow 
hairs. 
If one of these hairs is 
viewed under a microscope, says 
Good Words, it will be seen th a t its 
free end, after tapering to a very 
fine degree of slimness, finishes as a 
little knob, while in the other direc­ 
tion, after gradually becoming more 
robust, it suddenly expands into a 
large bulb corresponding w ith the 
poison gland of the adder. 
Tho 
point of hair is very brittle and con­ 
tact w ith our skin causes the end to 
snap off, leaving the hollow needle 
point which 
readily pierces our 
cuticle, aud pressing upon the bulb 
a t the other end 
the poison i9 
forced through the central channel 
and inflames *our blood. 
The tender 
handed who stroke the nettle are 
stung 
for 
their 
pains, 
be­ 
cause 
th eir 
gentleness 
has 
only 
served to break the brittle points 
and render them fit for piercing, b u t 
the rough handed break the hairs a t 
their thickest parts, where they are 
too stout to prick. 
Our common 
nettles, though they are capable of 
inflicting 
considerable 
annoyance 
upon many persons, are too insignifi­ 
cant, nevertheless, to be included 
among vegetable m onsters, and we 
have only referred to them for the 
sake of m aking clear the enorm ities 
of some big cousins—giants of tho 
nettle family. 
These are. first, the 
U rtica stim ulans and U rtica cren- 
ulata, of the East Indies, species 
whose attack upon one’s hand is suf­ 
ficient to cause the arm to swell 
with a most frightful pain, which 
lasts for weeks. 
But even these are 
m ilk-and-water nettles by com par­ 
ison w ith the Urtico urentissim a, 
which grows in Timor, 
where it 
bears the significant title of Daoun 
setan, or devil’s leaf. 
The effects of 
its sting last for a year and have 
often produced death.

T he M issouri River Likely to D isappear 
W ithin H alf a Century. 
The recent survey of tho Missouri 
river under the direction of tho 
United States geographical engineer­ 
ing department resulted in the dis­ 
covery that the stream is undergoing 
a peculiar transformation. 
During 
the survey measurements were made 
of tho volume of water passing be­ 
tween the banks at various points 
from Great Falls, Montana, to Sioux 
City, says the Journal, of the latter 
place. 
It was found that the volume 
at Great Falls measured 4,796 cubio 
feet per second, 
while 
at 
Fort 
Benton, twenty-five 
miles further 
down the river, the volume was 
but 4,331 cubic feet, a decrease of 
455 cubic feet 
Owing to the largo 
number of tributaries emptying into 
the river between Fort Benton and 
Sioux City a gradual increase in tho 
volume of water is noted, until at 
the latter point, where a final meas­ 
urement was taken, a flow of 14,776 
cubic feet per second was reached. 
In the opinion of somo of the en­ 
gineers engaged in the survey the 
decrease in the volume between Great 
Falls and Fort Benton explains the 
presence of that groat subterranean 
body of water known as the South 
Dakota artesian basin. 
The discrep­ 
ancy can only be accounted for by 
the presence of an outlet in the bed 
of the river somewhere between the 
points mentioned. 
Directly below the upper cataract 
on the south bend of the river, about 
half way between the towns, 
is a 
large pool, in which, if the frequent 
visitors to the place can be believed, 
are to bo found the eyeless fish of 
the species said to inhabit subter­ 
ranean water courses. 
In all proba­ 
bility the outlet, if one exists, is lo- 
fcated fit 
JiQujt, tim alleged pres­ 
ence of these fish tending to corrob­ 
orate the theory. 
From here, if this 
surmise is correct, it would appear 
that an underground channel run­ 
ning in a southeasterly direction car­ 
ries the water into a basin under­ 
lying a large area of South Dakota, 
thus forming a laigo subterranean 
lake, which has recently been tapped 
by the numerous artesian wells. An­ 
other queer discovery is noted in the 
survey just completed. 
In 1878 ob­ 
servations were taken in a similar 
manner, ana, unless errors in calcu­ 
lation have been made, there has 
been a decrease of fully 20 per cent 
in the volume of water in the river. 
If no error has been made and the 
decrease continues, before fifty years 
have passed the once majestic Mis­ 
souri will have dwindled into an in­ 
significant rivulet

A R em nant Still Exists in th e Pam ankey 
Indians of Virginia. 
The Pamunkey Indians, whoso dis­ 
tinction it is to be the only Virginia 
tribe that has survived the encroach­ 
ment of civilization, have excited 
the interest of the bureau of ethnol- 
ogy, which has issued a bulletin 
describing them. 
This fragment of 
an Indian nation, which in early 
colonial days, occupied a great deal 
of territory in the vicinity of Wash­ 
ington, now consists of about IOO 
individuals. 
They dwell on a cu­ 
riously shaped neck of land in King 
William county. Virginia. Tho place 
is almost entirely surrounded by 
water, and to this fa'ct is doubtless 
due the continued residence of the 
Indians; very likely their survival is 
due to the protection thus given, 
lo r a oentury, says the Washington 
Star, their number has continued to 
be about the same. 
Jefferson, writ­ 
ing in 1781, estimated the popula­ 
tion of Indiantown at IOO, and Howe, 
nearly seventy years later, placed it 
at the same figure. 
No nlember of 
the tribe is of full blood. 
While 
the copper-colored 
skin and the 
straight, coarse hair of the aborigi­ 
nal American show 
decidedly in 
some individuals, there are others 
whose origin would not be detected 
by tho ordinary observer. 
There 
has been considerable intermixture 
of white blood and not a little of 
that of the negro, though the laws 
of the tribe now strictly forbid mar­ 
riage with persons of African descent 
Tho Pamunkeys have a great deal 
of race pride. Though they acknowl­ 
edge the whites as equals, they con­ 
sider the blacks as far beneath their 
social level. 
Their feeling toward 
the negro is illustrated by their re­ 
cent indignant refusal to accept a 
colored teacher, who was sent to 
them to conduct the free school 
which the state of Virginia provides 
for them. 
They are very anxious to 
keep their blood free from further 
mingling with that of other races, 
and how to accomplish this purpose 
is a serious problem of theirs, inas­ 
much as they recognize the danger 
of too frequent marriage, within the 
pale of 
consanguinity. 
The Pa­ 
munkey Indians are not particularly 
strong and robust, perhaps because of 
frequent marriages between rela­ 
tives. 
They are temperate, moral 
and peaceable. 
There is good feel­ 
ing between them and their white 
neighbors. 
They are exceedingly 
proud of their lineage and love to 
tell how bravo and stubbornly their 
forefathers resisted the encroach­ 
ments of the whites. 
They obtain 
their living for the most part in true 
Aboriginal style. 
Their chief occu­ 
pations are hunting 
and fishing, 
primitive dug-out canoes being used, 
arming they do on a small scale, 
but for manual labor they entertain 
truly aboriginal dislike, frequently 
liring negroes to attend to their lit­ 
tle truck patches.
